The week of January 6-11, 1913, has 
been designated by the Agricultural 
College of the Kentucky St: 
versity, at Lexington, as r 
Week. Following this will come the 
regular winter Bhort course of ten 
weeks, arranged especially for the 
practical, busv farmer. 

The Farmers' Week, is no new 
thing, as it has become one of tne 
annual events arranged by the Ex- 
tension Department of the College. 

The week will be opened by the 
annual cenventions of the varioui 
breeders' associations and other 
farmers' organizations of Kentucky. 
Tuesday has been designated as 
Swine day, Wednesday, Corn day: 
Thursday, sheep and Horticultural 
day; Friday, dairy cattle day, and 
Saturday, horse and beef cattle day. 

The state corn show, the horticul 
tural show and the dairy shows will 
be conducted throughout the entire 
week, a regular course of lectures 
accompanying. 

While the programs of the various 
meetings will be largely filled by 
members of the associations, there 
will be men of national reputation in 
the various lines who will deliver 
the principal addresses. 

It is earnestly hoped that a large 
number of persons will bring or send 
their corn, dairy products and horti- 
cultural products to exhibit or to 
compete for the prizes. The corn 
show includes the junior department. 

The women have not been neglect- 
ed in the arrangements for Farmers' 
Week, for a special school of House- 
hold Economics has been provided 
for them . 

Negotiations are under way for se- 
curing a reduced rate over all rail- 
roads. Boarding places at reasonable 
rates can be secured by asking the 
Superintendent of the Extension 
"division, at the college building.

CRUSHED BY LOG 

Teamster Loses His Life While 
Loading Wagon From Car 
at Tucker Station. 



James Henry Vaughn, fifty- 
years of age. a teamster of Jeffer- 
sontown, was crushed by a log at 
Tucker Station at 9 o'clock last Fri- 
day morning and died twenty minutes 
later of the injuries received. The 
body was taken to the undertaking 
establishment ot Myers & Blanken- 
baker, at Jelfersontown. 

The victim was working with other 
men loading logs into cars ot the 
Southern Railway Company when the 
log got away from them, and rolling 
down a ten-foot embankment struct 
Vaughn in the back. It did not roll 
upon his bodv and the injuries were 
inflicted by the blow. He was carried 
into the stare of R. B. Tyler & Co.. 
where he expired soon after without 
having regained consciousness. 

Life was extinct before the arrival 
of Drs. L. A. Blankenbeker and Wm. 
F. Stuckv, who were called. Mrs. 
Vaughn was notified by telephone 
that her husband had been injured 
and was hurriedly driven to the scene. 
Upon learning of his death she be- 
came hysterical with grief and was 
attended by physicians and taken to 
her borne. 

Vaughn had been a resident of Jef- 
fersontown about a year, coming to 
Jefferson town from near Bedford, 
Ind. The body was taken to Indiana 
for interment.

UNDER REVISION 

Capt. Davis Suggests Change 
in Beantification Scheme 
For Evergreen Cemetery. 

Modifications suggested by the office 
of Capt. B. B. Daveis in the aproach 
to Evergreen cemtery will be coi 
ered by the board of directors otthat 
corporation at their next meeting in 
the near future. The principal sug- 
gestion is for the elongation of the 
artificial lake into a pool or lagoon 
that will reflect the front of the beau- 
tiful chapel to be built almost in the 
center of the tract for .nearly the en- 
tire distance of the main entrance 
drive-way. It is predicted that the 
suggestions will be adopted in their 
entirety. 

John L. Lynn, v ice president and 
general manager of the Evergreen 
Cemetery Company, said yesterday 
that already more than 100 persons 
have made application for lots in the 
new cemetery, which has an area of 
240 acres with acapacity of 40,0001ors. 
It is nonsectarian and will be con- 
trolled on broaa modern lines in every 
way. Its first aim isthe establishment 
of a beautitul and well protected 
home for the dead. 

The ground lies high on the Preston- 
street road just beyond the Audubon 
Country Club and has a twenty-seven- 
foot drainage fall. It will be land 
scaped into a "lawn cemetery" on 
original lir.es and will have a recei vii g 
vault, a mortuary cnapel and all other 
necessary buildings, including a home 
for an experienced superintendent 
who will give his entire time to t" 
work. 

Evergreen cemetery is a profit-sh; 
ing institution founded on principles 
which have been proved by older 
Eastern cities. It combines the 
certainty of a real estate investment 
with the regard of all men for the 
peace of the departed. It is expect- 
ed that the cemetery will be readv 
for burials next spring.— Times.

IS GARDEN OF ED EN MYTH? 

Selene* and Poetry Clash in Deter- 
mining the Status of Our 
Forbears. 

Carlyle turned his back upon 
Huxley on the streets of London he- 
cause Huxley had taught that man- 
kind had an ape-like ancestor. Why 
is such a thought uncongenial and 
repelling? No doubt that it is so, 
John Burroughs writes in the Atlan- 
tic. There is no poetry or romance 
in it as theTe is in the Garden of 
Eden myth. If we could look up to 
our remote progenitors instead of 
down, if we could see them clothed 
light and wisdom instead of 
clothed in hair and bestiality, how 
much more enticing and comforting 
the prospect would be ! But we sim- 
ply cannot, we must see them down 
long, darkening and forbidding 
prospect, clothed in low, animal 
forms and leading low, animal lives 
—a prospect that grows more and 
more dim till it is lost in the abyss 
of geologic time. 

Carlyle would have none of it! 
The Gardpn of Eden story had more 
beauty and dignity. That this 
'backward glance o'er traveled 
roads" repels us is no concern of 
It repels us because we re- 
gard it from a higher and fairer es- 
ate. Go back there and look up, let 
the monkey see himself as man (if 
he were capable of it), and what 
would hi» emotions be? The prehis- 
toric man living in caves and 
clothed in skins, if we go no further 
back, is not a cheering person to 
contemplate. And his hairy, low- 
browed forbears in Tertiary times — 
can we see ourselves in them? It 
makes a vast difference whether we 
see the past as poetry or see it a» 
science. In the Bible and in Whit- 
man we see it as poetry., in Darwin 
we see it as science.
